DESPERADOES’ DOOM. 


The New Madrid Murder- 
ers Hanged To-Day.

Meyers and Brown Executed on the 
Scaffold for Their Crimes. 


Crowds Throng to Witness the 
Double Execution. 


The Deeds oi Blood Committed by the 
Miscreant Gang in Southeast 
Missouri. 


Preparing for the Gallows, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIKESTON, Mo., July 15,11] 4. M.—In New 
Madrid at 8:50 a. m. the crowds werealready 
beginning to gather to witness the double 
banging which will take place at noon to-day. 
The streets are full of people who haye come 
in from the country in wagons and carriages 
to see the two desperadoes die. Meyers and 
Brown are taking things easy. The execu- 
tion will probably take place at noon or shortly 
after. Itis expected that the larges& crowd 


ever seen together in Southern Missouri 
will be assembled in New Madrid 
when the drop falls and the two men 
swing off. The crowd is notat all excitable, 
being chiefly engaged in making itself com- 
fortable for the day. . Very few women are to 
be seen on the streets. 
THE DARING DEEDS OF BLOOD. 

On May 12 the vicMmity of New Madrid, Mo., 
was startled and horritied by the report that 
four men named Frank Brown, Jesse Meyers, 
James Hamilton and Pat. Rhodes, despera- 
does of the most decided type and bad char- 
acters generally, had gone to the residence of 
William Knox, who resided five miles beiow 
New Madrid, against whom they had an old 
eyudge and whom they intended to. murder, 
together with his half sister. At the 
time a man named Coleman was walking the 
floor at Knox’s house and was tryi to still 
a child that was ailing. Mistaking him for 
Knox they opened fire upon him and one ball 
took effect in Coleman’s leg, two balls strik- 
ing the child, one taking effect in its thigh and 
another inits ankle. This happened on the 
Monday previous to May & On Tuesday a 
warrant was issued for the arrest of the vil- 
lains and Sheriff Waters and a possé went in 

uursuit of them. A meeting w@8 had at 
3ayne’s store, five miles below Sikeston, 
when the pursued parties took to the wood 
and made RY battery of a fal 
len tree. As the Sheriff’s 
party approached they opened fire, instantly 
killing a man named Laferge. A brisk battle 
ensued, resulting in the party of thelaw being 
driven from the field. After this the seoun- 
drels robbed the body of Laferze of his watch, 
shirt studs and his money. It s@éms that 
during the fight one of the desperadoes, Pat 
Rhodes, was wounded in the leg, in the 
evening cameinand gave himself up. On 
the morning of the I2th a squad of vigilantes 
went to the jail and, takine Rhodes from his 
cell, made short work of him by 
napging him to a tree. After this a 
reward of “00 was offered for the 
apprehension of the three others, but the 
sense of the public safetv Was sueh that the 
entire community scoured the country to 
tind them. 

The search was unavailing, but shortly af- 
ter areport came from Williamsvilie, Wayne 
county, of a horrible crime committed, it was 
supposed, bythe three New Madrid despera- 
does. The details of this tragedy are briefly: 

On the nigbt of Mav 1 an unknown man 
entered the store of Mr. Bennett in Green- 
ville, the county seat of Wayne county, and 
bought two pairs of shoes, and said he and 
his partner were traveling, and that his pal 
bad gone to wake the ferryman. The looks 
and style of the inan awakened Mr. Bennett’s 
suspicions, and in the morning be went to 
Sheriff Davis and informed him of the ecir- 
cumstance. Thelatter presumed at once 
that they were ofthe New Madrid gang, and 
summoned Mr. Hatton, the ex-Sheriff, to ac- 
company him.+ They started off in search and 
came up With two men who answered the 
description at the house of a man named Lee. 
By some blunder they did not have their 
weapons in readiness and the desperadoes, 
who were eating breakfast, opened tire upon 
them without rising from their Seats. Davis 
was shot down in the room while Hatton re- 
ceived a wound in the side of the head. The 
miscreants then made their escape, and after 
this a third suspicious character was arrested 
in the vicinity but he made his escape. Davis 
was carried back to Greenville, where he died 
on the evening of the 20th. Hatton’s wound 
gave him much trouble and his condition was 
serious. The people of the en- 
tire section were now im arms and five 
hundred men were scouring the country in 
all directions. The additional reward of 
$2,000 was scarcely an incentive to the deter- 
mination of the people to avenge Davis and 
Hatton who were very popular. On May 21 
favorable intelligence was received from Pop- 
lar Bluff that tne New Madrid desperadoes 
who shot and mortally wounded the Sheriff 
and Collector of Wayne county were on that 
day captured, and one of them killed two 
miles from . Mills as in Wayne county. 
As reported the citizens of Wayne county 
were all out after the murderers of their offi- 
cers, and Col. W. T. Leeper, an old. and sub- 
stantial citizen of Wayne county, gave the 
particulars. Leeper consulted with three 
others named respectively Ambrose Beatty, 
Cal. Thomas and Taylor Fulton. Leeper said 
he was almost certain that the men would 
try to cross Black River about two miles be- 
low Mill Springs, at a place known as Camp- 
bell’s Switch. Heanda party therefore spent 
all night at the above place where there is a 
ferry across the river. In the morning just 
as daylight approached and the faithful 
guards were permitted to distinguish an 
object at some distance, the villains wanted, 
Meyers and Hamilton, made their. approach 
walking up the railroad. At tirst Leeper and 
party mistook them fora party of their own 
men Who bad been watching ata station down 
the river two miles below their stand. As 
the party approached and when within five 
feetof Leeper and poxse he recognized them 
as the New Madrid desperadoes and imme- 
diately prepared to givethema warm recep- 
tion. Cocking his zun, Leeper hailed them 
witb, **Hold on there,’”? when they at once 
wheeled and presented their shot-guns, 
Simultaneously Leeper and party fired upon 
them. Both men fellin their tracks, James 
Hamilton being killed outright, receiving not 
less than ten buckshot in the back of his 
head, While Jesse Myers, his companion, was 
only temporarily stunned by an ugly shot in 
the forehead, The pursuing party had got- 
ten the drop on them se completely that they 
were unable to getin a shot, though both 
men fell with double-barrel shot-guns cocked 
in their hands. 

In searching the bodies four revolvers were 
found on each man. The posse, supposing 
both dead, went to Miil Springs, two miles 
distant, for a hand car on which to bring 
their game home, but on their return with 


| the car were surprised to find one of the 
supposed dead men alive, this being Jesse - 


Myers. With much difticulty nis lire was saved, 
there being a very wide spread disposition to 
make short work of him. 

This band was organized about Christmas 
last. They bave been operating in the south- 
west part of the State since that time. Ham- 
ilton was buried at Mill Springs. 

The feeling against Myers was 30 
great that in order to put. him 
out of danger of lynching Col. Leeper turned 
him over to Sheriff Turner to be taken else- 
where for safe keeping. Latein the daya 
dispatch came from Mill Springs reporting 
the capture of Frank Brown, the remaining 
member of the trio. 

On May 24 Sheriff Waters arrived in St. 
Louis with his prisoners, Myers sufferinz 
with the buckshot he received in his head. A 
man named Mitchel) was arrested on acharge 
of harboring the accused, and he also was 
brought here. 

The men scouted the ideaof having any 
trial, as they made no denial of the murders. 
They gave their own version of the trouble 
and said they were lied about and persecuted 
into their actions. 

Sheriff Waters said that if he kept the pris- 
oners at New Madrid they would have cer- 
tainly been lynched. He made the transfer 
without due authority of law but onthe 
strength of a telegram from Gov. Crittenden, 
The subseqnent return of the desperadoes to 
New Madrid, their speedy trial and convic- 
tion, are matters of recent newsand donot 
require recountal. 


WHEAT AND COTTON. 


The Report of s Agricultural Bureau 
in ‘Washington. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The cotton returns 
to the Agricultural Department, July 1, show 
an increase in the condition of cotton since 
the report of June. The average condition: is 
%} against 100 same time last year. The plant 
is generally reported small and ten days late. 
The hot and too dry weather is al- 
most universal, but except in 
Southern and Western Texas no injury 
is reported. Alabama and Georgia each re- 
port a better condition than last year, while 
Texas and Arkansas are lower. Insect in- 
juries are seldom mentioned. 

WHEAT. 

The condition of the wheat as reported 
July 1, is much better than June 1, and aver- 
ages [83 for the whole country. The Atlan- 
tic States _— fall off slightly as 
compared with returns for the some 
time last year, but the large wheat region 
north of the Ohio River and west of the Mis- 
sissippi return a low condition compared 
with 1880. Michigan reports only sixty-four 
per cent and Illinois sixty. Ohio and Indiana 


' are below last year but report a fair pros- 


pect. Missouri and Kansas each make 
great complaint of damage from insects. 
In the spring wheat States lowa alone re- 
turns a congition much Jower than last year 
and which is only 72. 
CORN, 

The increase of area planted in corn is nearly 
2 per cent over IS8U, The average condition 
ofthe cropis not sohizgh as the last two 
vears and is 90 against 100 last year. In allthe 
North Atlantic States the crop is backward 
owing tothe cold, wet spring, but in the 
States south of Delaware River and on the 
Gulf of Mexico itis reported as fair. Texas, 
however, reports serious injury from 
drought. In the great corn producing re- 
vions bordering on the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers the average is below lact year, particu- 
larly in the State of lowa, whieh only reports 
a condition of 1877, caused by the cold spring 
and too much rainin Juoe, In Llitnois and

lowa Crops.

Drs MOINES, IA., July 15.—The Secretary 
ofthe State Agricultural Society furnishes 
the following figures from the monthly crop 
reports for July. Comparisons are made ona 
basis of one hundred: In eighty-eight coun- 
tres spring Wheat is reported at seventy-one 
per cent, a decrease of sixteen per cent since 
the June report. The loss is attributed to 
chinch bugs and the violent storms. Basing 
the estimate on these figures the crop will be 
17,000,000-busbels less than last year. Winter 
wheat reports from sixty-three counties show 
an average of fifty-tive per cent, a decrease of 
thirty-two per cent. 
report corn at seventy-seven per cent, being 
four per centless than last month. The deéti- 
cit as compared with ISSO is estimated at 6,- 
000,000 bushels.

The 
amendment limiting the total sum to be ex- 
pended on emigration to £200,000, not more 
than one-third to be expended in a §sinzle 
year, Was agreed to.

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The Prince Consort's Playmate.

No doubt the staid inhalitants of Urbana 
and vicinity will be —— dito know that Mr. 
kK. Sehellihorn, usually known by the familiar 
name of “Old Sbell,” and whose ingenuity has 
been the theme of much comment, Was in his 
early days the companion of Prince Albert of 
England and Prince Ginder of Ruddlestadt. 
It was in the year 1=°% or 1854 that he,incom- 
pany with Prince Albert, attended the Ger- 
man Military School at Erfurt,and he relates 
many of the pleasing incidents that were 
oocammoned by the eccentricities and good 
natured acts of l’rince Albert. One day, in 
order to chanye the monotony of college life, 
a hunt was proposed by Prince Albert for

On returning home that 
evening he was presented with a watch by 
Prince Albert with the injunction: **That 
next time we go bunting don’t forget to take 
it with you!” ‘‘Schell” being at this time 
quite a smali boy was, of course, very mucd 
elated over his good luck. The watch is still 
in the possession of tbe Jawful owner, and is

RUSSIAN JAILS. — 


The Investigations Made by a Reforma. 
tory Official—His Fate. 
From the New York Tribune. 

A man With a conscience has suddenlvyem- 
ergedirom the Russian civil service. ‘Thisis 
Pave] Birwarski, an imperial state attorney, 
who has recently been commissioned by the 
Governinent to mukea special investigation 
of the judicial and administrative abuses in 
Orenburg. An account of his experience 
during the four months which his mission oc- 
cupied has been publisbed in the Sjeyerny 
Vicstnik, and translated by the Telegraph of 
London. It isa ghastly record of misgov- 
ernment, heartiessness, tvranny and bar- 
barity. 

The Commissioner describes himself as liv- 

ingin ‘fan atmosphere of appalling groans 
and heartrendine sighs.’’ He liberated in- 
nocent captives who had been secretly tor- 
tured and closely confined for years after they 
had been publicly acquitted in open court. 
He received the sworn statements of peasant 
women whose flesh had been pinched with 
red-hot tongs as a punishment for their pre- 
sumption in pleading for their husbands’ 
lives. He visited the State prisons, where 
hundieds of prisoners draped in rotten 
rags are condemned to lingering death 
without ever being allowed to Know what 
bas been laid to their charge or who has ac- 
cused them of wrong. ‘The roofs of these 
charmel- houses Wherein they grovel are ready 
to fallin upen them wt anv moment, the 
walls are lined with damp and clammy fun- 
gus, and the airin these loathsome dens is so 
rank and fetid from ‘*‘the dirt of ages” aud 
‘fexhalations from every sort of abotaina- 
tion” as absolutely to stop the visitor’s 
breath. He learned that absent-minded pris- 
oners, Who used the familiar form of**Thou” 
in place of “*You” in addressing the 
Officials in charge of their dungeons, 
were tied to a horse’s tail and flogged with 
thorny rods steeped in salt water, receiving 
sometimes as many as 126 blows. He found in 
the infirmaries the majority of tne sick pa- 
tients stretched upon the bare boards and 
often among the dead bodies of the compan- 
ions. “So wasit revealed to me,” says the 
Commissioner, “how our Judges trample the 
laws under foot: how evnical and wanton is 
the behavior of our police: how savagely 
brute force is brought to bear upon the weak 
and friendless.”’ 
‘Phe most shocking disclosures 
Commissioner takes relete to the 
of Ilezk. not far. from Orenbure. 
prisoners had been ied out on one occasion 
to a public square, and, not so much beaten 
as **half hammered to cdexuth,”’ that the 
pt pulace **wept bitterly and crossed them- 
‘elves inutter consternation.” As the de- 
tails of this horrible outrage are recited, 
they Were tirst flogged uniil they faiuted; 
next they were soused with buckets of water 
until they regained consciousness, and then 
knocked about with prison keys, iron chains 
andrifle stceks: and finally, they were 
all tied together by the feet and 
driven into the prison vard, *“*where they fell 
from sheer exhaustion in bleeding and dis- 
fivured heaps.” The governor of this jail, 
who had ordered this punishment to be in- 
flicted upon all the prisoners, without excep- 
tion, and solely for his own amusement, 
was once a commissary of police and had 
been dismissed from the service for shame- 
less corruption: yet he had retained suflicient 
influence in high quarters to secure another 
und more responsible post, where he could 
satisfy the bestial instinets of his nature and 
wreak his savage vengeance upon the helpless 
fc liow creatures committed to his charge. 

The man with a conscience, who used his 
eves to such good purpose, was not allowed 
to pursue]hbis investigations lonver than four 
months. He met with resistance from bench, 
bureau and militarv headquarters. He did 
notattempt to accomplish very much. He 
only aimed to give the wretched captives a 
little air and a little light,and to protect them 
from torture and inhuman punishment. Yet 
he was dismissed from the public service as 
one of the secret allics ofthe Nihilists, and 
the newspaper which published his painful 
barrative Was suspended indetinitely,

Firmness 
in rejusing When refusals were necessary, 
fertility and resource in postponing that 
which could not be denied absolutely, and 
great judgment in granting tuat which could 
ncither be postponed nor refused,were among 
the qualities necessary to the successful per- 
formance of his work. All at once a new and 
terrible emergency came and all the world in 
person or by proxy must be seen and heard. 
From near daylight until midnight Mr. 
brown’s oflice was the busiest center of affairs 
in Washington. Thefar the anxious world 
came, but beyond all must be kept quiet and 
still, for a President was perhaps dying. 
Doctors, Cabinet officers, diplomats, notable 
people in all walks of official and private life 
must be seen, their wants or suggestions noted 
and attended to, or their inquiries answered.

Through it allhe has re- 
tained excellent possession of himself, and is 
to-night apparentiv as fresh as when the 
wounded President was brought to the KEx- 
eculive Mansion.

Mr. Sackville-West, who is a bachelor of 
o4, is the third surviving son of a 
former karl Delaware by his marriage with 
the sister and heiress of that Duke of Dorset 
who was killed out hunting in Wicklow, Ire- 
land, while on a visit to bis mother, who was 
married to Lord Whitworth, then viceroy, 
the same so conspicuous as English ambassza- 
dor to Napoleon I. Mr. Sackville-West’s 
family has not been without troubles. Hus 
eldest brother, Lord Cantilupe, was a brilli- 
ant but exceedingly dissipated man, Whose 
death, in the prime of manhood, occasiened 
& most unusual shock to the gav world at the 
height of a London season. His screams 
were heard allover Grosvenor street, and 
produced a never-to-be-forgotton impression 
onthe neighborhood, The next brother,a 
gencral oflicer, drowned himself in an excess 
of nelancholy induced by bereavement.

In the principal cities of Germany there is 

in existence a number of associations of a de- 
cidedly novel character, Whose object ix to 
assist young men, providing they are mem- 
bers of the organization, pecuniarily when 
they contemplate matrimony.

under the one association. [t is. the inten- 
tion of the corporators to take in members 
trom the age of fifteen years upward, and 
charge each an entrance or initiation fee, say 
about $6, which will be invested so that the 
association will have a permanent fund. Each 
person on becoming a member will receive a 
certificate of membership, which will entitie 
him, when be decides to enter into the bonds 
of matrimony, to a certain specified amount, 
although he will not be entitled toany bene- 
fits for one year after becoming a member. 
This benefit will vary according to the amount 
for whicb the member is insured, and will be 
paid from tbe permanent fund established 
from the amounts subscribed by the initia- 
tory members, and when this fund becomes 
exhausted then an assessment will be made on 
all the members of the association. 


The Corinth Canal. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

King George of Greece nas recently signed 
a concession giving permission to Gen. Turr 
to cut acanal through the Isthmus of Cor- 
inth. The work will be tndertaken by a 
company established under the patronage of 
the indefatigable M. de Lesseps, who, it 
seems, has long bad his eye upon the Isthmus 
of Corinth as affording him another opportu- 
nity of gratifying his passion for great canal 
enterprises. Tue company will begin work 
upon the canal in the spring of 1883, and ex- 
pect to finish it in five years. M. Violet 
d’Aoust, who took part in the French expe- 
dition of 1826 which was sent to assist in ex- 
pelling Ibrahim l’asha from the Morea during 
the Greek war of independence, and who 
became at the trme verv much interested in 
this canal project, has just reada paper be- 
fore the Geographical Society of Paris, giv- 
ing an account of the previous attempts 
to make the canal. <A canal across the Isth- 
rus of Corinth was a pet scheme of Domete- 
rius Voliorcetes. Julius Cesar, Caligula and 
Nero «li wished to undertake it. In the 
Middle Ages the Venetians hoped by 
piercing the Isthmus to secure a 
quicker passage to Syria and the Last. 
The canal is, in conception at least, an old 
one, butit has remained for modern engin- 
eering to make it an accomplished fact. The 
Isthmus of Corinth is about nine miles in 
width, and the expense of building the canal 
is estimated at about $12,600,000. The ques- 
tion is, where the ships, which by passing 
through the canal are going to make ita 
profitable undertaking,are coming from. Ships 
plying between the Adriatic and the Eastern 
ports situated northof Smyrna would save 
from eight totwelve bours by passing through 
the canal. Ships plving between other ports 
west of the Grecian Peninsular and the shores 
of Asia Minor would not save enough time to 
make it worth their while to submit to the 
canal toll. Itis, therefore, extremely im- 
probable that the Corinthian Canal can be 
made a profitable enterprise. However this 
may be,the undertaking will be watched with 
considerable interest, both from the _ histori- 
cal character of the grdund and from the fact 
that interest in the canal question has been 
aroused of late in consequence of the success 
of the Suez Canal and the scheme for cutting 
the Isthmus of Panama.

DIPLOMATISTS IN PETTICOATS. 


Famous Women Who Have Mingled in 
Affairs of State. 
From the Troy Times. 


If the female diplomatist has been kept 
more out of sight in the current century, her 
influence has been none the less felt in for- 
eign politics. She is still a useful interme- 
diary between minister and minister; and 
ber salon is often turned to account as an 
ambush from which attacks may be directed 
against States and Cabinets. A proposal to 
cutrage an ally or tear up a treaty coming 
from her is not so likely to shock diplomatic 
propriety; and her pen never comprises a 
ministry or 2 court, for the dullness of blue 
and yellow books is unrelieved by feminine 
correspondence. And then a minister may 
call upon a lady, however cminent, without 
the fact being telegraphed from one end of 
Europe to the other. 

The Metternichs and Nesselrodes of the 
last generation, saysthe St. James Gazette, 
were well aware of the value of woman’s 
work and wit in international politics. When 
the Austrian chancellor was working heart 
and soul to turn out the pro-Iussian ministry 
of M. de Martinac in Paris he called into 
requisition the ‘*matinees allemandes” of the 
Countess Apponyi; and the share which the 
Prineess Lieven had in the intrigues of 1827, 
which ended in the resignation of the Duke 
of Wellington and the short-lived adminis- 
tration of Mr. Canning is a matter which ts 
now pretty well authenticated. 

Russian women, from one reason or an- 
other, seem atavery early period to have 
taken men’s parts in politics and played them 
well. They have shown themselves as patient 
handmaids to statecraft as French women to 
amusement, or Italians to art; and, whenever 
a plot was hatching, froin a bedchamber con- 
spiracy to a design against the peace of Eu- 
rope, a Dashkoff or a Protasoff was sure to be 
at the sovereign’s elbow doing her part to 
hold the thread of the intrigue, The melan- 
choly sentimental character of more than one 
Czar has subjected them easily to woman’s 
influence. The first Alexander was more or 
less under a woman’s thumb; at one time in 
thraldom to a Naryschkine, at another to a 
Baroness Krudener. 

Whenthis remarkable woman crossed his 
path the Czar was justin that ‘condition of 
mind and body to be easily impressed. ‘The 
exhaustion caused by this terrible struggle 
with Napoleon; the gloom which the burning 
of Moscow had stamped upon his spirit; the 
errors and sorrows of his domestic life—all 
inclined him tofall back upon religion for 
support. The Baroness’s eloquence, her 
mysticism, her sentimentalism, together 
made a conquest of Alexander’s vacillating, 
imaginative disposition; and, if the holy al- 
liance came not of her prompting, the enthu- 
siasm with which the Czar threw himself into 
the project wasinall hkelihood kindled by 
this lady. 

In 1840 there was quite a galaxy of fem- 
inine talent in Paris engaged in the intrigues 
to patch up a Franco-Russian alliance against 
England. Princess Lieven stood a head and 
shoulders above any of them. She was not 
the first lady of that name who had meddled 
with affairs of State. Iler husband’s mother, 
the Countess Carlovna (she was created a 
princess at Nicholas’ coronation in 1826) had 

layed a distinguished part in the reigns of 

‘atherine, Paul and Alexander I., and had 
been Nicholas’ governess and instructor. 
Christophe Andrewitch, the younger son, 
had inherited buta small portion of the tal- 
ents of thisremarkable old lady. He was a 
statesman ma/ygre /ui; and if the Princess 
Daria Christopharovna did not positively 
dictate his dispatches, as some people said 
she did, we know that he entered, under her 
direction, into policies that were often op- 
posed to his own convictions; for, if he could 


be called a diplomatist at all, ne was of the 


school of Nesselrode and Pozzo di Borgo, 
who thought ambassadors existed to con- 
ciliate rival ministers and prevent monarchs 
from quarreling. The story of the Princess’ 
successes here are well known—successes 
which were perhaps somewhat owing to her 
admirable apeing of English ways and man- 
ners. She was the ‘‘rave’’in London during 
many of the nineteen years that ber husband 
wes ambassador here. VDrince Lieven died 
in 1839. For some time there Was no accred- 
ited Russian ambassador at the the 
Louis Philippe, and the delicate negotiations 
which passed between St. Vetersburg and 

*aris concerning the Eastern question and 
the Russo-French alliance were entrusted to 
the hands of the Princess Daria. 

The two ladies who have in these latter 
days played the mostimportant partin ama- 
teur diplomacvy—Mime. de Novikolf and the 
Princess Lisa Troubetzki—have. done their 
best to act up to the high standard of intrigue 
which the Princess Lieven laid down. The 
Princess’ reunions, which had been frequent- 
ed chiefly by Theirists during the reign of the 
first President of the new republic, became 
deserted when her patron fell, and she began 
to cabal against Marshal MeMahon’s Goyern- 
ment. Her own Government had disowned 
her: and she left Paris in disgust, having 
never achie ved more than a success d’ estime. 
She is only remembered now-—if she 
membered at all—bv I'renchmen and French 
women, as an agreeable hostess and an ac- 
complished woman.

GUITEAU’S CRIME. 


His Various Plans for the Assassination 
of President Garfield. 
From a Washington Dispatel. 

United States District Attorney CorFhil] 
furnishes the following for publication: “The 
interest felt by the public in the details of the 
assassassination, and many stories published, 
justify mein stating that the following is a 
correct and accurate statement concerning 
the points to which reference is made: The 
assassin, Charles Guiteau, caine to Wash- 
ington City Sundav evening, March 6, 1881, 
and stopped at the Ebbitt House, re- 
maining only one day. He _ then 
secured a room in another part of 
the city, and bas boarded and roomed 
at yariou~ places, full details of which I have, 
W ednesday, May /&, 1881, the assassin deter- 
mined to murder the I’resident. He had 
neither money nor pistol at the time. About 
the last of May he went into ’Meara’s store, 
corner of Fifteenth and F streets, this city,and 
examined some pistols, asking for the largest 
caliber. He was shown two similar in caliber, 
and only different in price. Weduesdav, June 
8, he purchased the pistol” which he used, for 
which he paid $10, he baving in the meantime 
borrowed 415 of a wentlemen in this city on 
the plea he wanted to pay his board bill. On 
the same evening, about 7 o’clock, he 
took the pistol und went to the 
foot of Seventeenth street, and practiced fir- 
ing at a board, firing ten shots. He then re- 
turned to his boarding place, wiped the pistol 
dry and wrapped it in his coat, and waited 
his opportunity. Sunday morning, June 12, 
he Was sitting in Lafayette fark and saw the 
President leave for the Christian Church on 
Vermont avenue, and he at once returned to 
his room, obtained his pistol, put it in his hip 
pocket and followed tbe l’resident to church. 
He entered the church, but found he could 
not kill him there withovt danger of killing 
some one else. He noticed the President sat 


| near au window. After church he made examin- 


ation of the window and found he could reach it 
without any trouble, and that from this point 
he could shoot the lresident through the 
head without killing any one clse. ‘The fol- 
lowing Wednesday he went te church, exam- 
ined the location and window, and became 
satisfied be could uccomplsh bis purpose, 
and be determined therefore to make the at- 
tempt at church the following Sunday. He 
learned from the papers the i’resident would 
leaye the city Saturday, the 15th of June, 
with Mrs. Gartield, for Long 
Branch. He therefore determined to meet 
him ut the depot. He left his boarding place 
about 5 o’clock Saturday morning, June 13, 
and wept down to the river, al the foot of 
Seventeenth street, and fired five shots to 
practice his aim and be certain his pistol was 

in good. order. Ile then went to the 
depot, ancl Was in the ladics’ waiting-room 
of the depot with his postal ready when the 
Presidential party entered. He Saw, 
Mrs. Ciarficld looked so weak and frai 

he bud notthe heart to shoot the Il’resident 
inher presence,and ashe knew he would 
have unoiber opportunity ke left the depot. 
He had previously engaged a carriage to take 
him to jail. On Wednesday cveniny the 
President and his son, and I think United 
States Marshal Henry, went out fora ride. 
The ussassin took his pistol and fellowed 
themand watched them for some time in 
hopes the ecarriage™ would stop, but no 
opportunity was civen. Friday cveuning, 
July 1. he .was_ sitting on @ seat in 
the park opposite the White Hlouse, when he 
saw the Vresident come out alone: he follow- 
ed nim down tbeavenue to Filtcenth street 
and then kept onthe opposite side of the 
street up Fifteenth until the resident enter- 
ed the residence of Secretary Blaine: he wait- 
edatthe corner of Mr. Morton’s late resi- 
dence, corner of lifteenth und 
Il, for some time, and then as 
he Wis afraid he would at 

tention, be went into the alley in the rear of 


Morton’s residence, examined his pistol and. 


waited. ‘lhe President and Secretary Blaine 
came out together, and he followed them out 
to the vate of the White Ilotse, but could get 
no opportunity to use his weapon. On the 
morning of Saturday, July z, he breakfasted at 
the Rizzs House, about 7. He then walked up 
into the park and sat there for an-hour. He 
then took a one-horse avenue car and rode to 
Sixth street, got out and went into the depot 
and loitered around there, had his shoes 
blacked, engaged «a hackman for #42 to take 
him totbe jail, went into the water closet 
and took his isto] out of his pocket 
and unwrappet the yaper from 
around it which he bad put there 
for the purpose of preventing perspira- 
tion from the body dampening the powder. 
Ife exuminbed his pistol carefully, tried the 
triever und then returned and took a seat iv 
the ladies’ waitiny-room, andas svon as the 
President entered advanced behind him and 
fired two shots.

Itis remarkable that 
the State should have bungled so persistently 
in the handling of his case; for be it under- 
stood the great criminal lawyers employed 
by KRING claim that that they have only ta- 
ken advantage of the mistakes of the prose- 
cution. We would not deprive KRING of a 
single right that he possesses under the con- 
stitution andthe laws. He is entitled to 
every safe-guard. But the whole world 
knows him to be a malicious, cruel, heartiess 
murderer, and that he has escaped punish- 
ment so long naturally fills the public mind 
with contempt forthe Courts andall the 
forms of justice.

THE City of Geneva, in Switzerland, has for 
the past three centuries been the center of 
all that was progressive and ingenious on the 
continent of Europe. It has been a store- 
house of ideas, a headquarters for every de- 
scription of spiritual and temporal revolt.

JONES’ JEWEL. 


A Prisoner Claims That His Dia. 
mond Stud Disappeared 


While in the Hands of the Police Depart- 
ment or City Marshals. 


There was some excitement atthe rail of 
Central District this morning when W. J. 
Jones called for the third time to get some 
account of a diamond shirt stud taken from 
him at the Chestnnt Street Station on May 11. 
The facts as they came tolight arejas follows: 
On the morning of May 7 Private Watchman 
Gummersell arrested W. J. Jones’ while 
promenading about 4 o’clock inthe morning 
in one of the upper stories of McLean’s build- 
ing, corner of Fourth and Market streets, 
The man was taken to the Chestnut Street 
Station, where he failed to give a satisfactory 
account of himself, and was accordingly 
locked up. He was senttothe First District 


Police Court on a charge of trespassing, and 
on the evidence adduced at the trial was 
tined $100. The defendant said he was able, 
to prove his good standing in the community 
if he was given the opportunity and the exe- 
cution of the judgment stayed. 
This was agreed to and a _ friend 
deposited $50 coliateral for the man. A 
day or two later when the stay expired the 
friend called at the Chestnut Street Station 
and said Jones had packed his parcels and 
was making a bee line for the bridge, and he 
wanted an ofticer to intercept him, Jones was 
again arrested and this time his property 
was taken from him and he was 
forwarded to court. The property then taken 
was a pocket book, pocket knife, bunch of 
keys, collar button, overcoat, valise, paste- 
board box and a shirt stud. These were sent 
tothe main station where by an oversight 
they remained until the execution was pro- 
nounced and the man went to the Work 
House, May 12. On May 26 the property was 
accidently discovered in the property drawer 
of the Central District Station, and here the 
trouble begins. The police say it was 
transferred to the Marshal’s oflice inthe usual 
way, Viz.: with tags attached. Deputy Mar- 
shal J. M. Thomas says that he received the 
property and that the overcoat and valise tags 
had only the prisoner’s name; the pocket- 
book was marked **W.J. Jones’ pocketbook, 
knife and kKers,”’ and the box was tagged “W. 
J. Jones’ box and contents.’’ The prisoner 
went to the Work House on the above judg- 
ment and sojourned there untii the first part 
of the present week, When he _ was 
released and cailed for his property. 
At the Marshal’s oftice he sald 
he wanted a pocket-book, knife, keys,.over- 
coat, Valise, collar=buttons and diamoni stud. 
When Deputy Marsha! Thomas looked at the 
tags he said there was no collar button or 
diamond stud. On opening the pocket-book 
the collar-button was found but the diamond 
stud was missing. ‘Jones Was posi- 
tive that a diamond stud had been taken from 
bim. Deputy Thomas referred him to the 
station he had been arrested at, and on the 
back of the pocket-book tag wrote the follow- 
ing: 

“W..J. Jones bas received all kis property 
except the diamond stud. 

‘J. M. TromMas, D. M.”’ 
At the Central Station, where the property 


had been left, nothing was known of the stud. . 


Frank Watkins had seen it accidentally 
and was Willing to swear it was not a dia- 
mond, according to his best belief, as it had 
tin foil pasted on the back. The man said he 
had borrowed $25 twice on it, once from 
friends in Philadelphia and onee in San 
Francisco.

A large concourse of people gathered at 
Schnaider’s Garden in this city last night 
to celebrate the ninety-first anniversary of 
the day of the Bastille.

Better Fruit Wanted. 

The Country Gentleman acknowledges the 
credit that is due to our enterprising horti- 
culturists, many of whom have spent much 
time and money inimproving old varieties 
andin originating new ones; but it thinks 
there is yet great room forimprovement. It 
says: We are still unsatisfied, and should still 
aim for something better. We want a rasp- 
berry as productive asthe Phfladelphia, as 
good as the Herstine, with the berries at 
least an inch in diameter, and perfectlv hardy. 
We would like a blackberry as large as the 
Wilson, as goodas the Dorchester, and as 
profuse a bearer and as hardy as the Snyder. 
A gooseberry as large as the English “‘roar- 
ing lion,’’ and equal to the Houghton in 
growth, bearing, and freedom from mildew, 
would be quite acceptable. Weought not to 
be satisfied with acurrant lessin size than 
the Delaware grape, and as reliable as the red 
Dutch. 

A strawberry with the general adaptiveness 
and bearing of the Wilson, the quality of the 
Wilder, and the size of the Sharpless, a field 
of Which in bearing would appear like a fine 
crop of red clover in blossom, would not by 
uny means present a forbidding appearance. 
Among apples, we have a tine grower anda 
great bearerund a handsome fruit in the 
Baldwin, but many would like it betterif as 
good in quality as the Swaar, and as hardy as 
the duchess of Oldenburg. The wealthy,with 
its handsome appearance, good quality and 
hardiness, would be more valuable if a long- 
er keeper. Even the Bartlett pear is not quite 
perfection, although so great and sats a 
bearer and so finea grower. We want an- 
other pear as hardv as the Duchesse from 
blight, as bundsome as the Clairgeau, and as 
rood us the Seckel, outbearing the Bartlett, 
an‘la month later. ‘There is a wide field vet 
open forthe originator of hybrids, and we in- 
vite all into this tield who are willing to labor 
for the gratification afforded.

Cosmoline for Animals. 

Most ladies are aware ofthe excellent ef- 
fects produced by an application of the arti- 
cle known as cosmoline to the flesh when from 
uny cause a wound has been inflicted or the 
skin has been abraded. They generally have 
a bottle of it within easy reach in case of any 
slight injury received while doing housework, 
picking fruit, or while engaged in anv other 
occupation. It is an excellent article to apply 
in case of a burn or scald. It is entirelycleanly 
and devoid of taste and smell. The material 
is a heavy, oleaginous substance of the econ- 
sistency of ointment, and is derived from pe- 
troleum. Itis entirely free from acids, alka- 
lies or other substances that will produce 
irritation. Insects will not touch it, and it is 
not subject to decomposition under any ordi- 
nary temperature. Strictly speaking, it pos- 
sesses no healing or medicinal qualities. Its 
curative properties consists in its ability to ex- 
clude the air and the germs it may contain. If 
carbolic acid be added to it in the proportion 
of one part of the former to a 
thousand of the latter, its value is 
improved if it is to be applied to an old sore. 
Recently cosmoline, Which is often sold un- 
der other names,has been extensively used in 
Great Britain and the Eastern States for ve- 
terinary purposes. It is superior to any oint- 
ment to apply to sore teats or the injured ud- 
ders of cows. Itis alsoan excellent article 
to apply to the flesh of horses that have been 
injured bv a saddle or harness. If animals of 
any sort have been scratched by coming in 
contact with the barbs of a wire fence, the 
places injured should be covered with cos- 
moline. In fact, it is the best article kuown 
to apply to any surface injury on any kind of 
domesticated animals or birds. The substance 
is inexpensive, but druggists demanda high 
price for it as it is classed among toilet arti- 
cles, and is put upin fancy packages orna- 
mented with expensive labels. For veterina- 
ry purposes it should be put up in pound lots 
in cheap vackages of tin or glass. Every per- 
son Who keeps live stock of any kind snould 
have a supply on hand to use when occasion 
requires,

Housekeeper’s Help. 

Seta cup of waterin the oven while bak- 
ing and it will prevent meat or bread from 
burning. 

Many persons iron towels, fold them and 
place them away before they are thoroughly 
dry. Thisis an error, and sometimes leuls 
to results not expected. In]|this damp condi- 
tion there is a mould which forms on them 
called “oidium,” one variety of which causes 
askin disease known as ringworm, 

To KEEP ICE IN SMALL QUANTITY.—In 
order to keep ice for any length of time 
place two sticks across a basin and lay the ice 
enveloped in flannelon them. Failing a suita- 
ble basin the sticks can be placed across the 
top of the waterjug. The great object is to 
keep the ice out of the water, which, if fal- 
lowed to accumulate around it as it melts, 
still further accelerates the melting. 

To Wasnt LAWNS AND GINGHAMS.—EXx- 
umine the articles carefully; dampen the 
soiled places and rub them lightly with 
Frank Siddalls soap: roll the pieces and put 
inthe tub with warm water: let them soak 
from fifteen to twenty minutes, if much soll- 
ed: if not wash at once, thoroughly, in the 
one water: rinse carefully, getting out all the 
suds: pass through the biue water and 
starch and hang out. 

Moths will not molest blankets or woolen 
articles if they are washed with Frank Sid- 
dalls soap before putting themaway. Rub 
the soap over the dampened soiled spots and 
let the piece soak in warm water, after rolling 
itup, for twenty minutes: wash well: rinse 
in one water: pass through blue water, into 
Which the bar of soap has been rubbed, until 
alittle Jather appears on the surface; ring 
dry and hang out. Be sure they are free from 
dampness when put away. 

Even good cooks hardly realize how differ- 
ent modes of putting together the same in- 
credients create different results. As in 
making lunch rolls and biscuits the same 
quantities are used of the materials, with 
perbaps the difference of a tablespoonful of 
inilk to the quart of flour, the biscuits being 
very moist and cut off with a round cutter, 
while the rolls are larger, With one side turn- 
ed over. 

LUNCH ROLLS.—To one ouart of flour take 
one teaspoonful of lard, one cup of miik, one 
teaspoonful of salt, four even teasponfuls of 
Royal Baking Powder. Rub the lard into the 
flour, into which the Royal Baking Powder 
has been sifted, together with the salt; then 
add the milk and mix lightly. Roll out and 
cut with a large round mould, pe one 
ba!lf over the other.

Neck Broken,

But the Sheriff Declines to Interfere 
With His Cervical Vertebra. 


The Prisoner Chats About Marder, Sui- 
cide, Philosophy and Religion. 


Although everybody knew this morn- 
ing that Kring was not to hang and it 
was thought the case was ended for the pres- 
ent, a veritable sensation occurred when it 
was learned that Circuit Attorney Harris had 
instructed Sheriff Mason to proceed with the 
execution of Kring to-day as ordered by the 
Criminal] Court. 

At 11 o’clock the Circuit Attorney in person 
banded the Sheriff the following order: 

To Isaac M. Mason, Sheriffof the City of St. 
Louis: 

Sin—W hereas, 2 certain statement purpor- 
ting to be anorder signed by T. A. Sher- 
wood, one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court of this State, which statement was in 
words to-wit: 

State vs. Charles F. Kring, murder: 

Upon the hearing of the application of the 
defendant and appellant, Charles F. kring, 
for a stay of execution in this cause, 1 haveso 
much doubt touching the premises as to ren- 
der it expedient to take the judgment of the 
Supreme Court of this State thereon. 1, the 
undersigned, do therefore expres-ly order 
and direct that the appeal hereinin this be- 
half, taken by the appellant aforesaid, do op- 
erate as astay of proceedings on tbe judgment 
and sentence rendered against him in this be- 
half by the St. Louis Criminal Court, vutil 
and «determined, in 
accordance with the usages and eustoms of 
the law by the Supreme Court offthis State. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and seal this 14th day of July, 18s], 
in the city of St. Louis, State of Missouri. 

T. A. SHERWOOD, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 

State of Missouri. 

Was made yesterday, July 14, and endorsed 
on the last page of the record ef said cause 
in the Court of Appeals wherein said cause 
isnow pending. Whereas, said statement 
purporting to be an order as aforesaid is 
wholly void, without authority of 
law and without effect for the 
purposes therein set forth, 
the same being made on a recordandina 
case in Which neither the supreme Court nor 
any Judge thereof hasor had any jurisdic- 
lion at the time said statement purporting 
tobe an order was made. Now, therefore, 
you are hereby notitied that the judgment.of 
the St. Louis Criminal Court in 
the above case heretofore made and 
directing that the said Chas. F. Kring be by 
vou, on this loth day of July, I8sl, between 
the hours of 10 o’clock a. m. and 5 o’eclock p. 
m., taken from the jail in this citv and hung 
by the neck until be is dead, isin full force 
and validity, and you are further notitied 
that it is your dutv as the. sheriff 
of said city to proceed between said hours 
and execute said judgment and sentence in 
aecordance With the terms and provisions 
thereof: and you are further notified that 
there is no Warrant of law to justify vou in 
nevlecting to execute said judgement and 
sentence, 


Wherefore I now, as the representative of | 
the State of Missouri in the premises and in | 


behalf of the State, demand that vou proceed 
in accordance with the terms of said judg- 
ment and sentence to execute the same, 
JOSEPH R. HARRIS, 
Circuit Attorney. 
St. Louis, July 15, ISS1. 

\s soon as the Sheriff had perused the 
above document froin the Circuit Attorney a 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter asked him what 
course he would pursue. 

‘*I shall first consult my. attorney, Judze 
Chester JI. Krum. Ifyou return in a few 
minutes I will give you iny reply.” 

Judge Krum and the Sheriff remained 
in thee Sheriff’s private office at the Court 
House for some time in consultation, and the 
statutes were looked over earefully by 
the Sheriff's attorney for some 
legal direction in the m  atter. 
The conclusion reached may be given in the 
words of SheriffMason when a Post-Dts- 
PATCH reporter returned: ' 

“My attorney has advised me that under 
the circumstances it will be my duty to obey 
the order ofthe Supreme Justice. That is 
the safest course to pursue and I shall do so. 
Until that order issued from Judge Sher- 
wood ] was prepared to carry out the execu- 
tion, and all my arrangements were complete 
for that purpose. Ile bas interposed, how- 
ever, and I must respect the order of the 
chief judicial authority*in the State.” 

Circuit Attorney Ilarris was notified by the 
Sheriff later in the day of the conelusion he 
had reached in the matter. 

The action of the Chief Justice in the Kring 
ease has been very freely discussed on all 
sides and very freely condemned. Some at- 
torneys construe itasa direct insult to the 
members of the Court of Appeals, who were 
eareful to say upon refusing a Stay of execu- 
tion that after a complete ex- 
amination of the record they found not 
the shadow of foundation forerror. It is 
vet doubtful whether all the other members 
ofthe Supreme Court will concur in the ac- 
tion of the Chief Justice yestorday, and Judge 
Ilenry positively stated yesterday morning 
that he would not interfere with the matter 
any further-after hearing that the Circuit At- 
torney would not consent io the advancement 
of the case on the docket of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and thatthe Court refused to advance 
the ease for hearing before the day set for 
execution. All kinds of rumors are flying in 
the «air as to the intluences brought 
to bear upon the Chief Justice 
to induce him to take such an extraordinarv 
course, but the expression of the vreater 
number at the bar is to the effect thatin tak- 
ing such a stand alone, whether as an error of 
judgment or otherwise, the Supreme Justice 
has lost the contidence of the people. But 
one dissentient to such sentiment was found 
‘a well known attorney, who sais 
that hring was clearly entitled to a 
supersedeas pending his appeal tothe Court 
of Jast resort, and no forinality should bave 
stood in the way of his vetting it. The Court 
of Appeals, be thought, should have vranpted 
the stay of execution without passing uvyon 
the record in the way they did, so that Kring 
could have exercised his constitutional right 
of appeal to the Supreme Court, 

The disposition of Kring’s caseis now a 
qucstion discussed by legal savants. His at- 
torneys may dismiss the appeal and in that 
ease the statute affords explicit directions for 
the Prosecuting Attorney as follows: 

Section 1,4 provides that whenever for 
any reason any convict sentenced to death 
shall not bave been executed pursuant to 
such sentence and the cause shall stand in 
full force, the Supreme Court or the Court of 
the county in Which the conviction was had, 
on the application of the Prosecutinz 
Attorney, shall issue a writ of 
habeas corpusto bring such convict before 
the Court, or if he be at large a warrant for 
bis apprebension may be issued by such 
Court or any Judge thereof, and section 1,95) 

rovides that upon such conyict being 
rought before the Court they shall procecy 


to inquire into the facts, and if no legal rea- | 


sons exist against the execution of 
said sentence such Court shall issue a 
warrant to: the Sheriff commanding him to 
execute the sentence at such time as shall be 
appointed, and it shali be obeyed by the 


Sheriff. 
Th conversation with a PostT- DISPATCH re- 


porter this morning} Circuit Attorney Ifarris | 


said: ‘‘*I .sexved that document upon the 
Sheriff in order to notify him that the 
State bas not forfeited its rights by the action 
of Judge Sherwood yesterday. In Octeber 
the Kring case will be reached again in regu- 
lar order on the docket of the Criminal Court 
and the State will be parent to prosecute. It 
will then be shown{what has been done with 
the case, and the Court will act upon the 
condition of the’case at that time.’’ 

The only difficulty presented in the event of 
the case never reaching the Supreme Court is 
the order for stay of execution issued bv the 
Chief Justice vesterday. The Criminal 
Court’s second order for execution would 
then bein conilict with the order of the 
Chief Justice granting a stay for an indefinite 
period.

1 do not know whether I meant to kill her 
or Broemser or myself whenI went to the 
house thattime. Inthe letters which thev 
say J announced my intention of killing her 
the destruction I spoke of was not physical. 
It was moral destruction I meant.’ 

‘*You know, Kring, that public opinion is 
altogether against you ’’’ 

“Yes, 1 know, and why? Because I would 
not whine and lie and ask people for Goi’s 
sake to have mercy on me. 
I do not want merey. 
law says am to 
die for what I have done,then will I die, 
and no one will hear me begging for my life 
likeacur. If the law will let me gol] will 
live right in this city and live down the storm 
that has been against me. I never could lie. 
Friends of mine told me, for instance, that I 
oucht to flatter that man Conway who was 
jailer here; that he was very weak-minded 
and easily swayed, ana that he could do me 
a great deal. of good. I couldn’t lie and 
cringe to him and so he got downon me at 
once,’?’ 

‘*What do you think will be done? Shall 
you drop the case altogether where it stands 
inthe Court of Appeals aud tetit go by de- 
fault??? 

No, sir. I wantit to come before the Su- 
preme Court regularly, and as itshould. J] 
shall make no effort. to trick justice. I want 
the ease tried and finished on its merits.” 

‘““Whendoyou think the 
will finish it?’ 

‘*‘Inthe spring. I expect the ease to finish 
there then, and to walk out of this jail a free 
man.” 

INTERVIEW WITH GOV. JOHNSON, 

“Well, Governor, you see What the papers 
say about Judge Sherwood’s action?’ 

“Oh, yes. Lexpected that. But it will not 
injure Judge Sherwood any. He 
is a man of sterling integrity. strong will and 
perfect independence. Every lawyer who 
will impartially examine the record in 
the Kring case will say that 
he did right. It was not 
a question whether Kringis a murderer or 
oughtto hang. That maybe all true. The 
question was whether he, as an 
individuai en trial for his 
life had received all the rights guaranteed to 
him by the constitution. Now he had 
not. If he had have gone to 
the scaffold to-day he would 
have been there in the attitude of a man dy- 
with hands imploringly  stretch- 

out to the chief judi- 

tribunal of the State to 
look into the record of his ease and see if he 
were not being wrongfully dealt with. 
He could say *‘there{@is the consti- 
tution which provides that my life shall 
not be forfeit without a determination upon 
your part that have been 
tried according all the 
forms of law. Shall the 
provisions of that instrument not extend to 
me.’? The answer unreflecting men make to 
this is: “Well, but he ought tohang. He 
cominitted a cold-blooded murder.” 

‘*Suppose that be true, it is no reason that 
the Constitution should be set aside inits 
most important guarantee. It may suit 
the public in this vase, be- 
cause the victim is executed 
by them, but another case may soon arise 
where their temper is different and the prece- 
dent might then work irretrievable wrong, 
And if the lower Court 
committed no error it is simply 

No, but there seemedjto be in this 
special desire to hurry this 
man to eternity. A judgment is 
rendered virtnaliy on Tuesday 
and he is to be hung onFriday. The Court 
of Appeals in their decision go upon the 
theory that they are the only power 
to interfere, and yet give a 
doomed man §two days to prepare. 
There is no paralicito this in the annals of 
jurisprudence outside of the prosecutions at 
the English bar of Irish patriots. 
Two days to prepare for death! 
Why, Our Supreme Court always grants 
two weeks. Theiraction was a surprise to 
me, I tell you.’’ 

‘*They thonght rou could appeal to the 
Governor, I suppose, and he might give hima 
couple of weeks’ respite to prepare for 
death.’’ 

Me mp to the Giovernor! Why don’t you 
see that be volunteered a statement to 
a reporter that be would not Interfere before 
any application was made to him at all. It 
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strikes me that this was rather indis- 
creet 10 say the least. We 
never thought of appealing to his 
Excelleney. The prejudice against Kring is 
very bitter, too bitter for the Governor to 
interfere.” 

“Well, don’t you think justly?” 

‘That is not for metosay. Professional 
duties are not always pleasant I assure you.”’ 

‘‘How did you come to go into this case this 
time?’ 

“When 1 was in the Legislature Kring 
wrote me a ietter about the bill affecting the 
yractice of the Criminal Court. He thought 
if this bill was defeated he would go free. 
Here is his letter.

The yeneral topic of conversation on the 
strects to-day was the decision of the Su- 
preme Court inthe Kring case. At about 
noona PostT-DIspaTcu reporter ealled at 
the house of Mr. Weber on Webster street, 
and met the gentleman and his wife. Mrs. 
Weber is an elder sister of Mrs. Dora Broeimn- 
ser, Kring’s victim. 

“Mr. Weber, what are you willing to say 
about this tragedy’ 

“Tf do not like to appear as making any 
statement about this sad affair fer publiea 
tion, but as] know its history from begin- 
ningtoend, I will,if you like, make a brief 
statement of the facts. 

**Well, then, to commence at the hevinning, 
Dora Broemser was a wember of our family 
for a number of years, in fact we raised her. 
After her marnage | invested about $1,000 in 
adrug store near the bridge on the tock 
Springs road. This I gave ber and she held it 
in her own right, her husband being a drug- 
gist and attending to the business, harty in 
the spring of °73 Mr. Broemser visited me in 
the city and said that he had employed a man 
to belp him in his store. When I asked the 
man’sname he said ‘Ring.

Kring’s Whote life, or at least. the les 
fifteen years of it, during which time 1 have 
known him, hus been but the piling of one 
criige . upon «another as rapidiy as 
could concoct and execute his schemes. ‘That 
he is a villain is sufficiently i}nustrated i 
Hurlbertt& Etse!l and the MeColla forgeries +” 
the facts that he has defrauded A. WM. Mellie 
and Jacob S. Merrell, of this citv. And where 
he brought an section against his father for 
bigamy be proved himself one of the most in- 
human wretches of which it is possible tv 
conceive.’’ 

Mr. Weber awaited the decision of Judze 
Sherwood with anxiety, and after it was av 
nounced expressed himself as notmuch sur- 
prised. He said that justice bad been battled 
so long that he bad come to be amazed at 
nothing that ovcurred in the case. It seemed 
to be a settled purpose to protract the case 
with petty technicalities until, if possible, th 
patience ofthe Courts was exhawsted and 
then free the murderer. 
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
